$210 Would Prevent Loss 

Actually, the per pupil level in 
equalization should be $210 at the 
proposed qualifying levels, if few 
schools are to receive less state aid 
than they get now. To provide a $210 
level would re quire $15,000,000 more 
during the biennium than the $200 
level. The IEA will indicate this fact 
to the legislature. The IEA also is 
aware of the needs of higher edu- 
cation—the junior colleges and the 
state colleges and universities—and 
will govern its actions accordingly 

Illinois needs to be far more liberal 
in state support to all public institu- 
tions of learning. It is for this reason 
that the IEA has pushed for and will 
continue to push for increased 
enue to the state so these schools may 
be properly supported. And it is for 
this reason that the IEA urges the 
profession and all friends of educa- 
tion to support the governor and the 
legislators in their efforts to secure 
needed increases in state revenue.
